Hawevez, 
it faile te include during the overt phase of operations the seed for the 
possible suppression and/or elimination of those air defenses which 
might endanger the air movement of US troeps inte the arca. 


4. The draft State-Defense plan is af variance in several significant 
reapects with the views of the Jciat Chiefs of Staff, whe consider that: 


a. Although ἃ palace revolt may be the most likely type of revolt, 
it te unlikely te cecur δὲ this time.
